ISDEPEXDEXCK. Kan., Nov. S.—Dur- 


ing the past sis weeks the matrimonial 
business in the Choctaw Nation, Indian 
Territory,, has bt«n at its heifeht. All 
along the borders ot that country there 
have been hundreds of tents pitched 
and occupied by white men hunting 
squaw wives. 


For many years a whits man marry- 


ing » Choctaw squaw immediately 
came into possession Of 55« acres of 
choir.e land in that nation, and was al- 
lotted so much money yearly by the 
government for each member oi his 
family. Consequently th* mor« chil- 
dren in th« family the larger the 
amount of money received. This rirle 
and the fact that the Choctaw girls are 


attractive have made them much 


sought after by white men. 


A few weeks ago the Dawes commis- 


sion issued an order providing that 
after November J, 1899, a man who 
was not of Choctaw Wood marrying 
an Indian woman, should not he al- 
lowed to share in the lands and monies 
of the tribe. 
This ruling caused the 


men who were anxious to share the 
fortunes of squaws to marry much 
earlier than they had intended. 
Con- 


sequently the Choctaw nation 
has 


been filled with white men hunting 
wives and since this order was made, 
more than six hundred white men 
have married squavc -wives. 


The great majority oi the Choetaw 


girls arc pure white and have beauti- 
ful complexions. Most of them have 
black hair and eyes, although a fer, 


j are reduced to submission. 
The com- 


mission -is of the opinion that there 
has been no time since the destruction 
of the Spanish squadron by Adm. 
Dewey when it was possible to with- 
draw our forces from the islands either 
with honor to ourselves or with safety 
to the inhabitants." 


The report sums up the fruitless ef-

The jnasses of the "people are unedu- 
cated. That, intelligent public opinion, 
on which ''popular government rests 
does not exist in the Philippines, and it 
can not exist until education has ele- 
vated the masses, broadened their in- 
tellectual horizon and disciplined $heir 
faculty of jifftgrnent. 
And even then 


the power of ffli government can not 
be assumed .Without considerable pre- 
vious training and experience under 
the gnidan<% and tutelage of an en- 
lightened *£& liberal -foreign power. 
For the bald fact is that the Filipinos 
have ntver had any experience in gov- 
erning themselves."

Lelt. 


New York, November 3.—None of 


he reports sent out from Tom Shai- 
key's training quarters about his fine 
condition have been exaggerated. He

help but be impressed with his splen 
did appearance and supreme confi- 
dence in his ability to whip any man 
on earth. The Marine is a dangerous 
man to bet against.
